Explanation : For the purpose of this notification:— 

1. (a) '‘Unskilled work" is one which involves simple opera¬ 
tions requiring little or no skill or experience on the job. 

(b) “Semi-skilled” work 1$ one which involves some degree 
of skill or competence acquired through experience on 
the job and which is capable of being performed under 


the supervison of guidance of a skilled employee and 
includes unskilled supervisory work. 

(c) “Skilled* 1 work is one which involves skillor competence 
acquired through experience on the job or tbi ough ti r m- 
ing as an apprentice or in a technical or vocationr 1 ins¬ 
titute and the performance of which calls for initiatives 
and judgement. 

2. The minimum rates of wages proposed are all inclusive 
rates Including the basic rate, the cost of living allowance and 

the cash value of concessional supply, if any, of essential commo- 
dities and include also the wages payable for the weekly day 
of rest. 

3. The minimum rates of wages arc applicable to employees 
employed by contractors also. 

4. Where the existing rates of wages based on contractor or 
agreement are higher than the rates notified under this notifief * 
tion, the higher rates shall be treated a s minimi nunttof wages 
for the purpose of this notification. 

5. The minimum rates of wages for young persons below 
18 years of age and disabled shall be 80% and 100% respectively 
of the rates payable to adult workers of the appropria te ce te goi y.
